Tho mob fell back, but fol- 
lowed the militia when thoy returned to tho 
jail. Two drug stores on Vino street, near 
Court, were full of wounded men. Physi- 
cians woro called and dressed their wounds. 
There was continued firing in the vicinity of 
tho court house. Tho members of the mob 
woro drun& Lost night they woro merely 
oicited. 


ThoGatlinggun was brought into play. 


Six of tho mob went (loivu on the first fire.

THE COURT HOUSE DESROTED. 


At midnight tho militia withdrew into the

Tho law 
ibrary and recorder's ofllco were broken 
open and cords of books and records piled up 
wherever there was woodwork. The court 
louso was a solid structure throe stories in 
icight, and has stood twouty-fivo yeara. It

and was thought to be fire-proof. Tbo safe 
and vaults in tho treasurer's ofllco probably 
stood tho heat, but tho records of tho courts, 
Lbo auditor, and tho recorder, are gorto.
